WEEKLY  STATISTICAL  GRAIN  MARKET  REPORT 


Trial  Run  Washington  25,  D.  C.  December  19,  1952 


GRAIN  PRICES  DECLINE  -  DEMAND  CONTINUES  INACTIVE 
Grain  markets  continued  weak  with  most  prices  lower  for  the  week  ended  December  18, 
reports  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  indicate.  Wheat  prices  declined  2-30  per 
bushel  despite  export  sales  of  over  18  million  bushels  under  the  International  Wheat 
Agreement  during  the  week.  Factors  which  contributed  to  the  weakness  were  favorable 
weather  for  the  1953  crop  and  a  less  active  domestic  demand.  Durum  wheat  prices 
averaged  100  lower  while  rye  prices  dropped  about  20  per  bushel.  Corn  prices  de¬ 
clined  3-U0  reflecting  the  less  active  demand  and  continued  large  marketings.  Oats, 
barley,  and  grain  sorghum  prices  averaged  about  unchanged,  but  the  market  tone  was 

J  jne rally  weak.  Soybean  prices  were  lower  with  quotations  down  about  30  while  flax¬ 
seed  prices  advanced  slightly  reflecting  light  offerings. 

1952  U.  S.  GRAIN  PRODUCTION:  The  third  largest  United  States  wheat  crop  of  record, 
1,291  million  bushels,  was  produced  this  year,  according  to  revised  Bureau  of  Agri¬ 
cultural  Economics  production  data.  Rye  production  at  16  million  bushels  is  little 
more  than  half  the  10-year  average  and  the  smallest  in  over  80  years.  Feed  grains 
totaled  120.7  million  tons  in  1952,  nearly  7  percent  more  than  in  1951  and  the 
fifth  largest  of  record.  The  second  largest  corn  crop  of  3,307  million  bushels  is 
of  excellent  quality.  The  outturn  of  oats  at  1,268  million  bushels  is  only  3  percenJ 
below  average.  Barley  production  at  227  million  bushels  was  less  than  three-fourths 
the  10-year  average  and  the  grain  sorghum  harvest  of  83.3  million  bushels  was  little 
more  than  half  last  year’s  production.  Soybean  production  of  nearly  292  million 
bushels  this  year  was  the  second  largest  of  record  but  the  flaxseed  crop  of  31  millic 
bushels  was  11  percent  less  than  a  year  ago  and  19  percent  below  average. 

WORLD  WHEAT  PRODUCTION:  The  1952-53  world  wheat  crop  totaled  7,235  million  bushels, 
the  highest  of  record,  according  to  the  most  recent  estimates  of  the  Office  of 
Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.  This  compares  with  6,1:80  million  for  1951-52  and 
the  previous  record  of  6,610  million  in  1938-39.  Sizable  increases  were  reported 
for  Canada,  the  United  States,  and  Argentina.  The  Argentine  crop  is  currently  esti¬ 
mated  at  235  million  bushels  compared  with  only  75  million  last  year,  while  the  crop 
in  Australia  at  l6l  million  is  only  slightly  above  last  year.  Wheat  production  in 
Europe  was  estimated  at  1,650  million  bushels  compared  with  1,585  million  last  year . 

^Exports  of  wheat  from  the  four  principal  exporting  countries  totaled  3^0  million 
/jushels  July-N ovember  this  year  compared  with  !|10  million  the  same  months  of  1951. 

Of  these  countries,  Canada  was  the  only  one  to  show  an  increase  in  exports  compared 
with  a  year  ago. 
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ETA  SALES:  Sales  under  the  International  VJheat  Agreement  increased  sharply  during 
the  week  ended  December  16  and  totaled  18.1  million  bushels  compared  with  2*7 
million  the  previous  week  and  11.2  million  for  the  corresponding  week  a  year  ago. 
Total  sales  for  the  1952-53  season  to  date  were  138.8  million  bushels  as  against 
196.8  million  last  year. 

U.  S.  EXPORTS:  Inspections  of  wheat  for  export  totaled  la *1  million  bushels  for  the 
current  week  as  against  7.0  million  for  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  Based  on 
official  Census  Bureau  reports  for  July-October  and  an  estimate  for  November,  ex¬ 
ports  of  wheat  and  flour  totaled  about  129  million  bushels  the  first  five  months 
of  this  season  compared  with  18U  million  the  same  months  last  season.  Inspections 
of  corn  for  overseas  export  continued  large  and  totaled  3.1  million  bushels  for 
the  week  ending  December  12.  Total  exports  for  October -November  totaled  over  22 
million  bushels  compared  with  12  million  exported  the  same  months  a  year  ago. 

.Barley  inspections  dropped  to  306,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  December  12,  but 
exports  through  November  totaled  21  million  as  against  13  million  the  year  before. 
Over  1,5  million  bushels  of  soybeans  were  inspected  for  overseas  export  during  the 
week  ended  December  12  and  the  total  estimated  exports  for  October -November  amountec 
to  8.3  million  bushels  as  against  1;.7  million  the  same  months  of  1951. 

U.  S.  IMPORTS:  Imports  of  oats  continue  heavy  with  nearly  30  million  bushels 
received  from  Canada  July  through  November  this  year  compared  with  27  million  the 
same  months  last  year.  A  little  over  11  million  bushels  of  barley  were  imported  the 
first  five  months  of  this  season  compared  with  less  than  7  million  bushels  the  sari* 
months  of  1951.  Imports  of  wheat  for  domestic  use  totaled  llj.  million  bushels 
July-November  this  year,  or  about  the  same  as  last  year.

cluded  from  time  to  time. 

It  is  proposed  to  send  this  report  to  you  for  three  or  four  weeks* 
This  will  give  you  an  opportunity  to  review  the  type  of  information 
to  be  presented  in  the  report.  Subsequently  an  inquiry  will  be 
made  of  you  to  determine  whether  you  desire  to  be  placed  on  the 
mailing  list  to  continue  to  receive  the  report.
